The Emperor proceeded to the inmni.
the God of War, on the west side of theplnza, with hundreds of foreigners peering
down only fort j -- five feet above him. anddorens of cameras were Used upon the son
of heaven When he returned his chair was
borne tlirougn the gate.

DoTiiiKcr Hows Low.
Then the chilr of the Dowager Empresjwas brought to the doorway of the templeof the Goddess of Merci. on the east b(.of the plaza, and tho Dowager Empress ap-

peared. Amid a great shuffling of attend-ants she proceeded Into the temple on thonrms of two officials, followed by a com-pany of Buddhist priests bearing offerings.
The spectators then heard the booming ofthe temple bell. After an Intervals of fivemtr utes the Dowager lmprcss reappeared.

Standing in the doorway of the temple she
.looked upward. Directly overhead were the
German Minister. Dr. Mumm von Schwartz-fctel- n.

the secretaries of the German legat-
ion, the officers and ladles from the Amer-
ican garrison, and the correspondent of the
.Associated Press

Tho Dowager Empress saw the foreigners
and bowed low. She advanced a few-- steps,
and bowed again in acknowledgment of tho
salutations of the foreigners She returnedto her chair, looking upward to the semi-
circle of foreign faces, and bowing repcat-ed- b.

In the meantime the soldiers, Manchupannermen and minor officials who had
Crowded the plaza were reverently kneeling.

Even Coollrs Look On.
The two arches at the sides of the ancientgateway framed hundreds of faces of Chi-

nese coolies, who. emboldened by the pres-
ence of foreigners, ventured to gaze upon
their rulers. This incident constituted a
most sharp contrast with the old reclmo.
when neither diplomats nor natives were
permitted to lew the passage of rojal per-
sonages along the streets.

The expression of tho Dowager Empress
seemed almobt appealing as she faced
those who had humbled her and brought
her down from her former arrogance, and
this confirmed the impression that she was
returning to Pekln with anxiety for her
saieiy.

Owl car service was inaucurated on tho
Eighteenth street line by the Transit Com- -
pany thli morning for tlie first time in the
history of tho road. The order was issued
after the Introduction of a resolution by
Delegate Kinney in the loer house of the
Municipal Assembly.

Cars will depart from Fourth and Pine
streets on the even hours after LI o'clock,
and until the regular service starts in the
morning. Cars depart from the northwest-
ern terminus of the line Prairie avenuo and
Hebert street, at l.TO. 2.S0, 3 M ard 4 30
o'clock, miking the time ot each trip one-ha- lf

an hour.
New rules have been adopted by tho

Transit Company and posttd in tho cars
and at the barns for the benefit of the em-
ployes which arc expected to avoid much
trouble that has been experienced by rea-
son ot the trainmen getting into disputes
and altercations with passengers.

Motormen will not b? permitted to use
the controller handle for any other purpose
than to operato the motor, under penalty
of losing their positions. They are not to
engage in disputes with passengers, and are
to always be polite to the patrons of tho
road. If there are any complaints made
they arc instructed to refer them to the
officials of the company, and not attempt !

Fire engines are given the right-of-wa- y

over all cars by a new order that was is- - I

aucu .jtsieruaj, auu nioiormen are In
structed to slow their speed to a rate not
exceeding four miles an hour when passing
an engine-hous- e. Another order is issued
warning the trainmen to heed all signals
that indicate danger, and to bring their
cars to a stop as quick as possible, and not
to proceed until the conductor has ascer-
tained that the way is clear.

In tho office of Chief of the Fire Depart-
ment Swingley, General Manager du Pont
and Assistant General Manager Grant of
the St. Louis Transit Company jesterday
discussed means to prevent accidents to
firemen and the damaging of fire apparatus
by street cars. The conference was ex-
ecutive. Tho representatives of tho com-
pany promised the Chief to issuo Instiuc-tlon- s

to motormen that will, they hope, re-
move, probability of accident.

up again until the conductor shall eo Iahead of the car. and give him signal i

that the way is clear.
"In all cases where persons get out

In the middle of an Intersecting
street and flag the car. It Is an indi-
cation that there Is danger, and tho
motorman must bring his car to a
full stop before crossing said street,
and ho shall receive a signal from,
the conductor, same as In rule 3."

TENANTS IN TERROR,

Occupied Office Building Corridor
and Only Policeman Crane

Dared Remove Him.

Actor George C. Boniface, Jr., who is ap-
pearing at tho Grand, and his powerful S- -

ear-ol- d pedigreed Trench bulldog
"Snooze," who appears with him, figured
in an episode on the eighth floor of tho
Mermod Jaccard building jesterdiy after-
noon that caused a. commotion among the
tenants and for a time threatened to lt

seriously to Mr. Boniface nnd
"Snooze." Incidentally It also involved an
elevator boy.

Boniface and tho bulldog were out for an
airing, when tne actor met a friend who
asked him to accompany him to tho eighth
floor of tho Mermoi-Jaccar- d building.
Boniface demurred, sajing ho could not
tako his dog with him, as he was aware
thaT canines ,ero not permitted in ofhee
buildings, but on his friend's assuranco
that there would be no objection to iho
dog's presence, ho consented to accompany
him.

They entered one of the elevators and
tho dog followed unobserved by the con-

ductor until tho cage had begun tho ascent.
The conductor then notified tho actor that
it was against the rules to permit dogs in

' th" building, and asked that It be removed.
i Boniface Jokingly told the boy he was at

A scrubwoman washing the floor at-
tracted the dog's attention and ho gavo
several ferocious barks that nearly sent the
frightened woman Into histories and
brought all the tenants on the floor scurry-
ing out into the corridor to learn the causa
of the uproar. Snooze ceased barking at
the scrubwoman, who had talten refuge in
the storeroom, and sauntered dow n tho cor-
ridor as though to learn what had caused
such a sudden outpouring of the tenants.
Instantly thero was another and fiercer
scurrjlns ani3 a slamming of doors as the
spectators fell over each other In their
habte to a0,d a cIoser acquaintance with
Ssnoozc. In ten seconds bnoozc, ISonlface
and his friend were tho sole occupants of
the corridor.

perience handling bodic3 of the d"ad had
prepared him for such an ordeal. Mr.
Schmltt was nearly overcome by hi- - dis-

covery nnd hastilv summoned astutan'-e- .

That life was extinct when the tindcrt .ker
was called to prepare Mrs. Li'iningr's
body there sotmed no question H.r thlid
attempt at appeared to her
two children to have been an undoubted
success,

1'nder her pillow when fourd by her son,
Henry, ID jears old, and Hlld i 1 was a
bottle pirtlally filled with morphine To
the children It told the nature of the death
indicated by their mother's cold limbs and
face.

Twice beforo the children belitvo they
wero warned by a premonition that their
mother's death was close at hand, and as
many times they had found her uncon-
scious and near deith's door.

Believing their mother past all aid a
phisiclan might render, the children sum-
moned an undertaker instead. This slight
delay, had It been averted, might have
prevented Mra Binningcr's death at the
City Hospital soven hours liter.

Her Month oeiI.
Undertaker Schmitt. immediately upon

his arrival, began to prepare Mrs Binnin-ger- 's

body for burial. Lifting the supposed
corpse from the bed to plice It upon hi3
cooling board, to his consternation he dis-
covered a slight twitching of the muscles
about her mouth, is if she wa-- , about to
speak. Closer examimtion revealed fOcble
pulsations of the heart.

Doctor Schmld of No 21C5 South Eroad-wa- v

wis brought to the Blnninger hom in
haste. He found the woman still pllve, Uut
In in extremely p'ecarious coidition. Ho
said sh9 was suffering from morphino
poisoning, and advised her immediate re-

moval to tho Citi Hospital.
Into a city ambulance thr woman was

placed, and, acting under Doctor Schmid's
advlco, the driver lashed his horses into a
gallop, headed for tho hospital in a mco
agnlrst death

City Hosiptal doctors took chirg( of Mrs
Blnninger at once upon her ai rival at
that institution, and sevefril times werS ed

bv stronger pulsitlons of the heirt
In response to the powerful restorative they
administered.

Too much time has elapsed between the
finding of the supposed deid IroJ and Mrs.
BInnlnger's arrival at the hoslptal, and.

Doctor Nietert and his corps of
liosiptal phisiciins resorted to evorv known
means, lifo acluilly became extinct at 1
o'clock in the nfternocn, and the body was
sent to the hospital "deadhouso"

It was Mrs. Binnlnger'.s third attempt to
end her life-- and had Doctor Schmid in-

stead of Undertaker Schmltt been sum-
moned when she was first found, like the
previous two trials, mlsht have resulted
unsuccessfully.
Hn.slinnrt'fi Death Gnuseil Despondency-- .

Mi-h- . Blnnlneer was about 37 jears old.
Elio was the widow of Henry Binninger,
who was shocked to death by electricity
nt Buff & Rau's mineral water factory ono
J ear ago. Since her husband's death, Mrs.
Blnninger has constantlj brooded over tho
untimely removal of her life companion and
her children sal has many times threaten-
ed to follow him to his grave by her own
hand. Her son believes her mind was un-
balanced at times.

"Mother was either in an extremely hap-
py or a despondent mood." ho said. "When
In tho former condition she often told us
that she could see and talk to father. We
attributed this to mental abberation. Im-
mediately afterward she would relapse into
a stato of melancholia from. which we had
great trouble In awakening her."

About one month ago. the sori statc-- j ho
detected, upon returning from his work, a
peculiar odor in tho house. Hastening to
his mother's room, ho sais, he found her
lying on a bed, holding to her nostrils a
handkerchief saturated with chloroform.
Snatching the handkerchief from his moth-
er, he summoned a phvsician, who with lit-
tle difficult! counteracted the effect the

fumes had taken, and soon restored Mrs
Benninger to consciousness. Later she was
able to prepare his evening meal, promising
her children never again to attempt to end
her life.

Daughter' Premonition Saved Her.
Three weeks later Mi's Hilda Binninger

was visiting at a neighbor's, when, sho de
clares, a premonition that something was
wrong caused her to hasten home, to find
her mother inhaling through a rubber hose

fumes from the gas er

tho usual restoratives had been
applied she recovered and expressed a de-
sire to Uve Monday evening Mrs. Ben-
ninger and tho two children wero at thesupper table and the mother appeared In
unusually happy spirits.

"In fact," sajs Miss Benninger, "sho was
the Jolliest of all three. We visited Mr.
and Mrs. Benedict, who live next door, ardthe thought that mother was probably then
contemplating never oc-
curred to us. We retired about 10 o'clock.
I sleep with my mother and it must have
been about 4 or 5 o'clock when I heard crthought I heard a voice calling to me toget up. I also thought 1 felt somo one touchmy shoulder. Jumping to my feet my firstthought was of mother. I called to her, butreceived no answer.

Hand Wan Limp and Icj-- .

"Taking hold of her hand I tried toarouse her. but the hand fell from mine.It wa3 Icy cold and I thought mother was
dead, and the thought that I had been
sleeping by her corpse for possibly several
hours thoroughly frightened me, and Icalled Mr. Benedict and Mrs. Bcnedist,
When she came In Mrs. Benedict told me
my mother was dead.

"We all thought she was and the under-
taker was sent for. When he found thatthere was a little life left we all felt vcry
happy, for we thought she would be with
ub a wnac longer. &ne was so good to her
children and only, worry over father's
death could have prompted her to do it."

Mrs. Binninger was in comfortable cir-
cumstances, owning the homo in which she
lived, and It is said came into possession ofa snug insurance policy upon tho death of
her husband.

Arrangements for the funeral have not
been made.

A gang of masked desperadoes bound
and gagged Lee Phllpot and A. J. Eastep,
tho two night watchmen, and I W. Clark,
tha night fireman at the National Stock
Yards' Exchange building. East St-- Louis,
Monday night and then, leaving one of
their number to guard them, the others en-

tered the Exchange building and, after
cracking off the lault door, used dynamite
on a burglar-proo- f safe, wrecking it, and
carried off tho greater portion of its con-

tents.
Last evening C. G. Knox, the president of

the bank, said that the loss was about
$C,G00. The robbery was carefully planned
and was desperately executed. It Is not
dellnitely known how many men were in the
gang Fivo men wero seen, and the watch-
men bellevo that there was another. The
robbery savors of tho old-tim- o border tales.

From statements by tho victims of the
robbers. It Is thought that the band, or at
least members of it, have boen hanging
around tho jards for a week, or longer, as
all threo of tho men say that they were
called by namo, and Watchman Phllpot,
who Is a hero of San Juan Hill, was made
uncomfortable for awhile because of this
fact. The robbers practically had posses-

sion of the Exchange building for the en-

tire night, as it was almost 4 a. m. before
tho alarm was given.

Lee Phllpot. the night watchman nt the
Stock Yards, was the first one captured. He
vas crossing a bridge near the Exchange
building shortly after 7 p.m. when he was
called by namo by two men who stood in
tho shadow of the Exchange building.
Thinking that tho men were friends who
had something to tell him, Phllpot hurried
to them. As he neared tho building ho
saw the forms of several other men. At
the same time he was confronted with two
revolvers and was told to hold up his
hands. He did not comply with tho order
quick enough and was struck on the back
of tho head with a billy. This partiilly
stunned him nnd his revolver was taken.
Ho was then talten Into tho stereotiping
department of the Stock Yards' Reporter,
where his hands and feet were bound and
he was gagged and blindfolded with a
towel. One of the men stood guard over
him.

At midnight. A. J. Estepp, the assistant
night watchman, crossed the street In front
of tho engine-roo- m to make hi3 rounds of
tho jards. Ho carried a lantern. Suddenly
ho was seized, the lantern was extinguished
nnd when he regained his scattered senses
he found himself ling by tho side of Phil-po- t.

He was also bound and gagged.
Clark, the night fireman, was the next

man captured. Three of the robbers en-

tered the engine-roo- m Just as Clark was
finishing his midnight lunch. They were
masked and these aro the only men of
whom a good description was obtained.
They told Clark to surrender. Instead
Clark showed fight and for several minutes
the quartet struggled all over the engine-roo- m.

Clark, although a little man, gave
tho robbers a hard fight and tried to tear
off their masks. After striking him on the
head with the butt ends of their revolvers
until ho was unconscious they led him to
the room in which Phllpot and Eastep were
confined. There they told him to remain.

ALL THREE PUISONE11S
HEARD TEHIUFIG EXPLOSION.

Half an hour after Clark was taken
prisoner the trio heard a loud explosion.
Tho guard left the room for a short while
and then returned with a warning to the
men not to move. He stayed there a short
time longer and departed again. He did
this threo times and then departed and
did not return.

It was almost an hour before tho men felt
sure that he would not return, and then
Clark managed to move over to Eastep and
unbind his hands. Eastep then quickly
liberated his companion and the trio has-
tened to the bank in the Exchange building.
It was then 3.40 a. m. The work of the
robbers was visible everywhere. Pieces of
heavy steel, silver and gold coin and slivers
of wood were scattered about on the floor
and told plainly the story of how the safe
blowers had used dmamlte on the safe.
Charles T. Jones, general manager of the
stock yards, was called up over the tele-
phone and was told of the robbery. Rob-
ert Monroe. Superintendent of Police at
the stock yards, who was at the National
Hotel, also was informed of the robbery,
and he called for the East St. Loui3 police
and notified the St. Louis Police Depart-men- t.

A scene of wreckage and disorder met
the eyes of Mr. Jones and Mr. Knox when
they arrived at the Exchange building. In
the meantime. Deputy Sheriffs J. J. Kane
and John Suess arrived at the bank and
questioned the three men closely concern-
ing the robbers and their actions. Sheriff
John KJckham of Belleville arrived on the
first car shortly before daj light, but all of
the questioning and the search by the off-
icers resulted In finding not a single clew
which might lead to the Identity of the
safe-blowe- The East St. Louis Police

and the efficans oX jtha stock
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Yards Comranv all worked in harmony
with the Sheriff, but without success.

The bank was closed all day yesterday
while the books were being checked up. At
the closo of business hours, President Knox
announced, as stated above, that tho loss
was only 53.600 In cash, and that several
hundred dollars' worth of postage stamps,
the property of Postmaster W. B. Stickney,
and $100 in cash, the property of Samuel
Buckneli, the assistant Postmaster, was al-

so taken.
Tho clew that tho robbers were the same

band who robbed the mill at New Douglas,
Madison County, was abandoned, because
tho descriptions do not tally. The leader of
the gang who robbed the Stock Yards
Bank was about G feet 2 inches tall, was
well dressed, woro a high, standing, turn-
over collar, fedora hat and a long, black
overcoat. He had a heavy mustache.

Tho other two men wer short and heavy
and one had a beard, while tho other had
a mustache. Thece woro dark clothing. No
description of tha other robbers could be
secured. All woro bandana handkerchief
over their faces below their e es. which ef-

fectually concealed their features.
IIAMC I SITALLY
CAItHIUD MORE CASH.

The Stock Yard3 Bank was organized In
1SS3, and was capitalized for $100,000. It has
a surplus of PAOOO. Tho purpose of the
bank is to give the commission men and the
Interests at the jards banking facilities,
vhlch thay did not have prior to the es-

tablishment of 'the bank - Because of its
position, which Is almost a mile from tho
city limits, it has ben tho custom for the
b.mk officials to carry but little money In
the bank.

The most of the business done was by
checks and drafts on other exchanges. It
Is claimed that the National Stock Yards
Cank docs more business and handles less
actual currency than any other bank of
similar capital In the country.

President Knox sajs that ery seldom is
there more than $10,000 In the bank's vault
over night, and Monday night he said that
thero was less than $3,000. a portion of
which tho robbers did not carry off. Sun-
day night there was more than $30,000 In
the safe, but this and several more thou-
sands were paid out Monday, and the bank
had but comparatively littlo cash on hand.
There was much aluablo paper In the
safe, but thLs would be of no use to the
robbers, and it was not touched.

Lee Phllpot, the night watchman, was
stfterlng from severe pains In his hpad
r'h-- n interviewed by a Republic reporter
jes.Tday. His face was cut and bruised
wheie he had been struck by the robbers.
Mr. Phllpot was one of the Rough Riders
who rode with President Roosevelt, and
was commended for personal bravery.

"I was crossing the bridge leading to the
Exchange building from the Texas cattle
pens," said Mr. Phllpot, "when somo one
called me by my first name. I turned around
and the call was repeated. The man who
called stood In the shadow of the Exchange
building, and I walked towara him. It was
early in the evening, and I had no thought
of robbers. As I approached the man, I
saw several others, and when I got to with-
in a few feet of them, two revolvers wero
shoved into my face. I was commanded to
throw Lp my ands, and was cursed roundly.
I guess I was a little s'ow. as I tried to
get to my gun. for I was struck on the back
of the head with a billy and then my re-
volver was taken from me.

"One of the robbera then placed the bar-
rel of his revolver in my right ear, and
in strenuous languago told me. Til bore
your ear out a little for you and make j on
feel that jou are on San Juan Hill again.'
Then he cocked the revolver. That sec-
ond "was an age to me. He came to the
conclusion that he had better not shoot me.
and the gang then gagged me and carried
me into tho stereotjplng room, where they
bound me hand and foot and then took out
some of their anger in kicking me.

"One of the men stood guard over me and
spoke to me occasionally. I was gagged and
couid only grunt replies when he gruffly
questioned me. He told me that he was
one of a crowd who had determined to
rob the bank, and then ho laughed as If
tho affair was a huge Joke. It was mid-
night before Eastep was brought into the
room, and then a short while later Clark
was added to our company. The remain-
ing time seemed the longest for mev At
intervals the guird would examine my
bonds and a- -' --:e it I was comfortable. I
guess he meant if I wa" as comfortable as
could be expected under the circumstances,
and I grunted "yes.'

"My arms and legs are still sore from
the bonds, and you can see for vourself
from the appearance of my head the pain
it must give me. I think that if the men
are captured I will be able to describe
the leader, who was the man who called to
me. I do not remember any man of his
height or build and do not understand how-h- e

learned my name."
MGHT VATCHMX CLRK
FOIGIIT "WITH THE ROBBERS.

L. W. Clark, the night fireman, was In-

jured on the head and on the body. Ha
had the hardest experience of the three.
He was eating his supper when the three
robbers entered tha engine-roo- m and com-
manded him to throw up his hands. "It
was the first time I had ever been told to
throw up my hands and I did not Intend
doing so until I had been forced," said
Clark. I had $12.23 my week's salary in
my pocket and I was not going to givo
this up without a struggle. I then thought
that the men were after my little money.

"When I refused to throw up my hands
the men Jumped on me. I fought them as
well as I could, but they beat me Into un-
consciousness, and the next thing I knew
I was bound and gagged and was in the
room with Phllpot and Eastep. The men
sat me on a bucket and I leaned against
a barrel. As soon as I discovered where l
was I began to fetl the effects of the cold.
I was only lightly clothed, as the engine-roo- m

was warm and I managed to get the
attention ot tha .uara Bo nmoxed, my.
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Dynamited safe and demolished vault at
the National Stock Yards Bank.

gag and I asked him to button my coat
He did so, and then he told me that he
did not want my money, and that, although
he had taken It out of my pocket when
they searched me, he had replaced It In my
rear pocket. 'Yv'e are going to rob tha
bank,' he told me. TVe havo to do this
because the rich are oppressing the poor
and do not give us a chance to make an
honest livelihood.

" 'I have a wife and threo babies at home
who need food. Their wants will be sup-
plied This was all that he said
to me. although he left the room several
times and when he returned be examined
my bandages. A short while after I had
been taken Into the room, I heard an ex-
plosion and the guard laughed. It was an
hour later before he finally left us. and
then I crawled over to where Eastep lay
and managed to untie the cords about his
wrists. He then cut the cords about his
feet and freed Phllpot and me. We hurried
to the Exchange building and it only took
a glance to tell us that the robbers had
accomplished their Job. We telephoned to
Mr. Jones and to Officer Monroe and to
the Pollco Department. Then we turned
our attention to our injuries and bandaged
them as well as we could."
DID JSOT WAJT n
J. A. EASTEP'S MO.VEV. v

J. A. Eastep, the assistant night watch
man, was making his rounds when he waa
surprieed by the robbers. "I waa walking
slowly on the porch when I was suddenly
seized from behind, and the next thins I
knew I was thrown Into the stereotyping?
room with Phllpot." said Eastep. "When
I regained consciousness I thought of my
weekly salary, $12. and my watch. - Tha
guard told me afterwards that he had not
taken my money or my watch, and that ha
did not want either. He was after bigger
game, he said. "I had been handled pret-
ty roughly, for I do not remember much
of what transpired until the explosion, and
then a short while later Clark untied niy,
bonds, and I set Clark and Phllpot free. I
did not get a look at the robbers, and
therefore could not give a description of
them."
